FOREWORD 


The Museum is happy to present the Sixty-Sixth Annual of the San 
Francisco Art Association as the first large exhibition of the fall 
season. 


It is well to remember that the Museum serves only as host and as 
organizational machinery for the Annuals. Rules are set and juries 
are elected by the Artists Council of the Art Association, and the 
Annuals are in the most exact sense the Art Association’s exhibitions 
now as they have been since the First Annual was organized in the 
70’s in the town of San Francisco, which had not yet thoroughly 
settled down from the turbulent Gold Rush days. 


It is not recorded, but undoubtedly from the beginning juries of 
selection labored long and earnestly to choose works representative 
of the time, with the maximum art and creative quality, from the 
material submitted. 


‘The jury’s aim is always to assemble a good and balanced exhibition 
as a sort of annual report on art. This is not as easy as it sounds. 
Not everything painted or carved or modeled is art, in the sense 
generally accepted today, in which creativeness, expressiveness and 
technique play definite ‘but varying parts in a complicated balance 
through a wide range of possibilities. The first two count most in 
our time as contrasted with several earlier periods. Especially that 
just before our own gave technique dominance—sometimes to the 
exclusion of the first two, unless, as in this Victorian period * ‘expres- 
siveness”” be interpreted as exactness of observation and reporting. 
Today’s is the more worthwhile emphasis, for technique alone is 
only craft, though it should never be forgotten that the other two 
depe end on technique for effectiveness. Perhaps the weakness in art 
of our period is that too many creative and expressive reactions of 
the human spirit fail to come through clearly because the artist has 
not mastered a technique, not only adequate but ample, for his 
purpose. The greatest creative artists of our time are also great 
technicians. 


It is for the public to appreciate what there is of creativeness and 
expressiveness, brought to effective form by technique, in this ex- 
hibition. Are there any masterpieces? ‘There rarely are, ifany. ‘There 
is here much live good work. It is in an atmosphere of good quality 
that important artists develop, great art flourishes, and masterpieces 
are produced. There will never be many masterpieces during any 
generation, but the public does its part toward producing them whe on 
it gives interest, understanding and support to living art.
